It is said that a large part of the quality of a

Unfortunately, most people have not been able to 
use their corns and callouses as an asset but find 
them very troublesome, especially on the feet when 
they are pressed upon by tightly binding shoes 

The greatest number of corns are found on the 
toes and are caused by the shoe constantly rubbing 
some certain spot. The skin tries to protect itself 
from the pressure by means of thick horny layers 
Sometimes these layers become so thick that they 
form a growth or lump, if it is pressed on, a sudden 
excruciating pain occurs. Corns located between 
the toes are likely to be soft but, if the corn is on 
the outside of the toe, it is more likely to be hard 
A hard corn has a tough core which feels like a 
piece of horn; in fact, it is composed of much the 
same material as a hoof orwa fingernail. When this 
hard core is removed, all pain from pressure tem- 
porarily ceases as the core no longer presses upon 
the nerve endings under the skin
